raw  material  in  a  foreign  country  when  j 
they  have  it  here  in  abundance  if  con-  i 
ditions  were  brought  about  that  would  1 
enable  them  to  make  use  of  them.  i 
“For  instance,  you  take  the  water  ’ 
powers  in  the  State  of  New  York.  The  | 
last  time  you  were  down  in  Watertown, ' 
you  went  around  among  the  mills  and 
you  found  two-thirds  of  the  grinders  in 
the  pulp  mills  shut  down  and  the  men 
idle,  while  we,  the  paper  manufacturers, 
were  buying  pulp  anywhere  and  every¬ 
where  where  we  could  find  it,  and  the 
most  of  it  coming  from  Canada.

!  HOLD  ANNUAL  REUNION  IN  CHI- 
CAGO  AND  TELL  OF  CIVIL 
WAR  TIMES. 

Association  Numbers  Over  250  and 
tbe  Average  Age  Is  60  Years — 
President  Kearns,  a  War  Hero- 
Veteran  Madden  Claims  Printers 
Are  Always  Young  —  Veteran 
Langley  Aged  83  Years — How 
Chicago  Times  Was  Suppressed. 
Chicago,  Jan.  18. — The  twenty-sixth 
annual  reunion  of  the  Old  Time  Print¬ 
ers’  Association  of  Chicago  was  held  on 
Tuesday  evening  of  this  week  in  the 
new  Hotel  Sherman.  The  affair  in¬ 
cluded  a  banquet  and  ball.  Covers  were 
laid  for  250  guests. 

Elach  year,  on  Benjamin  Franklin’s 
birthday,  these  veterans  of  the  case 
gather,  and  many  of  them  go  over  the 
days  when  they  set  the  type  that  told 
of  the  battles  of  the  Civil  War  and 
Lincoln’s  assassination.  The  average 
lage  of  the  members  of  the  association 
j  is  sixty  years. 

The  president  of  the  organization  is 
j  Michael  Kearns,  who  took  out  his  mu- 
j  nicipal  citizenship  papers  in  Chicago 
j  when  the  population  of  the  town  was 
16,000.  He  was  a  member  of  Mulligan’s 
brigade  in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  toast¬ 
master  at  the  banquet. 

Michael  H.  Madden,  in  his  reminis- 
I  cent  speeech,  said  : 

j  “There  are  15,0U0  years  of  typothetae 
I  here  to-night.  Figure  it  out  yourself, 
j  Here  are  2.5<)  of  us  present  and  the  aver¬ 
age  age  is  well  above  sixty.  There  are 
j  a  lot  of  fellows  here  who  have  stood  at 
I  the  case  for  forty  years  and  are  still  on 
;  the  job.  After  a  printer  passes  his 
^  thirty-fifth  year  he  never  gets  any  older. 

I  Why?  Printing  is  the  most  stimulating 
business  in  the  world.  It  beats  all  how 
a  man  gets  interested  in  his  work.  It’s 
a  hard  trade  to  break  away  from.  We 
get  to  love  it  and  that’s  the  reason  that 
most  of  the  fellows  here  to-night  are 
still  at  it  in  some  form. 

“It  isn’t  generally  known  that  a  lot  of 
the  improvements  that  have  been  made 
in  the  trade  are  inventions  of  Chicago 
men.  There  is  Henry  Wendorf  at  the 
I  third  table.  He  originated  the  multiple 
;  color  system  of  printing.  He’s  been  a 
pressman  for  fifty-two  years.  After  he 
had  perfected  color  printing  he  went  to 
New  A’ork  and  showed  it  there.’’ 

Cyrus  R.  Langley,  aged  eighty-three 
years,  sat  the  speakers’  table  and  was 
pointed  out  as  “the  oldest  living  printer 
on  his  feet.’’  He  started  as  “devil”  in 
a  print  shop  in  1837.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  Typographical 
Union  No.  16,  organized  in  1852.  For 
many  years  he  was  foreman  of  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Tribune  composing  room,  and  still 
goes  back  often  to  the  case. 

Fred.  K.  Tracy  was  another  speaker. 
He  used  to  set  type  on  the  Chicago 
Times  in  war  time,  and  he  told  how 
General  Burnside,  in  1863,  suppressed 
the  paper.  The  printers  were  waiting 
for  the  call  of  “time”  to  receive  their 
copy,  when  the  order  came  to  close  up< 
the  shop.  They  were  paid  off,  and  to 
show  their  confidence  in  the  paper  and 
their  conviction  that  the  government 
was  wrong,  according  to  Mr.  Tracy, 
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they  went  to  Tom  Moran’s  saloon  at  77 
Dearborn  street  and  spent  their  wages. 
Their  faith  in  the  paper  was  well  found¬ 
ed,  for  President  Lincoin  permitted  the 
Times  to  resume  within  a  week. 

Mrs.  Ella  Flagg  Young,  superintend¬ 
ent  of  Chicago  public  schools,  was  the 
principal  formal  speaker.  She  spoke  of 
Franklin  in  his  relation  to  education. 

The  “House  of  the  Ancients,”  an  ex¬ 
clusive  degree  or  sub-order,  was  organ¬ 
ized  witih  Fred  Barnard  as  “Dean,”  the 
highest  office.  Every  member  must  have 
an  age  certificate  showing  sixty  years.

I  Atlanta  Journal  Company  Mailed 
Sample  Copies  at  Pound  Rate. 

.•\  federal  grand  jury  Wednesd.'iy  in¬ 
dicted  the  -Atlanta  Journal  Co.,  James 
K.  Gray,  president  of  the  company,  and 
John  D.  Simmons,  C.  H.  Babb  and  V. 
I*.  Harper,  employes,  on  the  charge  that 
.sample  copies  of  the  semi-weekly  At¬ 
lanta  Journal  were  mailed  on  several 
days  in  1908  as  though  they  were  copies 
for  subscribers. 

The  indictment  in  no  way  involves  the 
daily  or  the  Sunday  Journal.  The  ac¬ 
count  involved  is  said  to  be  $700  postage 
charges.  In  October  and  November, 
1908,  the  semi-weekly  Atlanta  Journal 
issued  special  editions,  which  were 
mailed  not  only  to  subscribers,  but  to  a 
large  number  of  other  persons.  It  is 
alleged  by  the  Postoffice  Department 
that  sample  copies  of  these  editions 
were  sent  through  the  mails  at  the  rate 
of  one  cent  a  pound,  the  rate  charged 
for  newspapers  sent  to  regular  sub¬ 
scribers,  whereas  the  regular  rate  for 
sample  copies  should  have  been  four 
cents  a  pound. 

Mr.  Gray  issued  a  statemegt,  saying 
postal  representatives  gave  the  circula¬ 
tion  manager  of  the  paper  a  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  postal  laws,  with  which  the 
Journal  believed  its  was  conforming.

CHILEAN  WOOD  PULP. 

Abundance  of  Raw  Material  in  For¬ 
ests  of  South  American  Republic. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  recent¬ 
ly  to  the  production  of  wood  pulp  in 
the  forest  section  of  Chile,  and  it  is

Requirements  for  Admission  to  Jour¬ 
nalism  School  Made  More  Severe. 

The  School  of  Journalism  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri  has  adopted  new 
requirements  of  admission  for  regular 
students.  These  requirements  are  said 
to  be  higher  than  the  requirements  for 
admission  to  any  other  course  in  jour¬ 
nalism  in  the  United  States.  Two  years 
of  college  work,  or  its  equivalent,  is, 
under  the  new  regulation,  required  for 
admission  to  the  journalism  school,  the 
same  requirement  as  for  admission  to 
the  other  professional  schools  of  Law 
and  Medicine. 

The  college  course  required  for  en¬ 
trance,  includes  English,  physical  and 
biological  science,  ancient  language, 
modern  language,  history,  logic  and 
psycholog)-,  economics,  sociology  and 
political  science.  These  requirements 
for  admission  become  effective  Sept.  1, 
1911.

Old  Iowa  Daily  Ha»  Pushed  Steadily 

Forward  Since  Its  Establishment. 

I'he  Waterloo  (la.)  Courier  was  the 
first  paper  published  in  that  city  and 
has  enjoyed  a  steady  growth  from  the 
time  it  was  established. 

About  three  years  ago  A.  W.  Pater¬ 
son,  a  well  known  newspaper  man,  who 
had  many  years  experience  with  the 
Philadelphia  Times,  the  Minneapolis 
Tribune  and  the  Indianapolis  News, 
purchased  a  half  interest  in  the  Courier 
and  gave  it  the  benefit  of  his  experi¬ 
ence  and  ability,  with  the  result  that 
business  in  every  department  was  dou¬ 
bled. 

At  the  close  of  each  year  the  Courier 
issues  a  special  edition  announcing  the 
forward  strides  of  Waterloo  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  Its  1910  edition, 
published  Dec.  30,  from  an  editorial 
viewpoint  and  in  typograpnical  appear¬ 
ance,  made  a  very  creditable  showing. 
The  issue  contained  forty-four  pages 
and  carried  47,550  agate  lines  of  adver¬ 
tising. 

Waterloo  has  made  a  gain  of  112  per 
cent,  during  the  past  ten  years.  It  is 
one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  the  West,  set¬ 
tled  in  the  early  fifties  by  a  type  of 
sturdy  Germans.  For  a  time  its  growth 
was  very  moderate,  but  in  recent  years 
it  has  been  favored  with  several  large 
industrial  concerns,  including  some  of 
the  largest  agricultural  implement  man¬ 
ufacturers  in  the  West  which  accounts 
for  its  rapid  growth. 


New  Georgia  Daily. 

The  Waycross  (Ga.)  Journal  began 
the  publication  of  an  evening  daily  last 
week.  The  Journal  has  been  published 
as  a  weekly  for  the  past  fifteen  years, 
but  in  1907  issued  a  daily.  Waycross  at 
that  time  was  not  large  enough  to  sup¬ 
port  a  daily  of  the  character  that  Pub¬ 
lisher  L.  V.  William  issued,  and  it  was 
discontinued.

The  new 
daily  just  launched  carries  a  good  wire 
and  advance  news  service,  contains  eight 
pages,  six  columns,  and  Mr.  Williams, 
the  publisher,  states  that  it  will  always 
he  alive,  clean  and  aggressive.

The  Poor  Richard  Club  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  celebrated  the  205th  birthday  of  its 
patron  saint  last  Tuesday  by  banquetting 
at  Hotel  Walton.  Thomas  Alartindale. 
president  of  the  club,  was  toastmaster.

Referring  again  to  the  charges  made 
against  present-day  newspapers  by 
Bishop  Williams,  .\ttorney  Heney,  and 
several  publicists  who  get  their  articles 
printed  in  magazines,  we  (jiiotc  from  the 
“Diary  of  Philip  Hone,"  entry  of  "Feb. 
2o,  1840.”  That  distinguished  gentleman 
of  New  York  wrote : 

"There  is  little  dependence  upon 
newspapers  in  a  record  of  facts,  any 
more  than  in  their  p<~ilitical  dogmas  or 
confessions  of  faith.  If  they  do  not  lie 
from  dishonest  motives,  their  avidity  to 
have  something  new  and  in  advance  of 
others  leads  them  to  take  up  everything 
that  comes  to  hand  without  proper  ex¬ 
amination.  adopting  frequently  the 
slightly  grounded  impressions  of  their 
informers  for  grave  truths,  setting  upon 
them  the  stamp  of  authenticity,  and 
sending  them  upon  the  wings  of  the 
wind  to  fill  the  ears  and  eyes  of  the 
extensive  .\merican  family  of  the  gulli- 
hlcs.” 

Mr.  Hone  was  a  man  after  the  .Atlan¬ 
tic  -Monthly’s  own  heart,  and  no  doubt 
Bishop  Williams  has  read  the  “Diary” 
with  many  a  thrill  of  pleasure.  For 
Philip  Hone  had  been  Mayor  of  New 
York  in  182t!.  Me  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Whig  party.  He  was 
an  intimate  friend  of  Daniel  Webster, 
Henry  Clay,  Wi.liam  Henry  Harrison 
and  such.  He  was  president  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  “co-operative”  bank  of  the  United 
States,  and  an  officer  of  Trinity  Church. 
•Mwve  all  he  was  the  social  leader  of 
his  city.  .A  man  of  breeding,  wealth, 
education,  patriotism,  fine  taste.  He  dis¬ 
liked  the  rough  and  "undignified.”  He 
was  an  "aristocrat.” 

Because  he  was  such  a  leading  man 
the  charges  he  made  against  the  news- 
f  apers  of  his  day  carry  very  great  force. 
To  l)e  sure  we  might  analyze  his  tem¬ 
perament  and  find  out  whether  his  van¬ 
ity  hid  Itecn  hurt  by  the  newspapers — 
but  that  is  another  story.  .As  a  possible 
explanation  of  the  newspaper  depravity 
then  existing  according  to  Hone,  it  is 
pfiinted  out  that  Greeley  did  not  start 
the  Tribune  until  1841,  a  year  after  the 
entry  of  Mr.  Hone’s  opinion. 

Still  it  has  to  be  admitted  that  the 


i  New  York  Evening  Post  had  been  run¬ 
ning  a  long  time  before  the  Hone 
charges,  anil  one  William  Cullen  Bryant, 
a  profound  scholar,  piH't  and  gentleman, 
had  been  the  chief  editor  for  twelve 
years  prior  to  the  Hone  entry  we  are 
talking  about.  .Also  the  New  York  Sun 
had  hem  started  in  18Tt  and  two  years 
later  Bennett  started  the  Herald.  I  here 
were  other  dai  ies.  also  respectable,  but 
now  ilead. 

Possibly,  as  Bishop  Williams  might 
have  stated,  the  great  reformation  of 
newspapers  was  started  by  Greeley  in 
1841,  continued  until  Greeley’s  death 
and  a  little  later  when  it  quit  and  the 
dailies  backslid,  imiil  the  .Atlantic 
Monthly  took  hold  of  things  two  years 
ago.  We  do  not  vouch  for  this  chron¬ 
ology. 

Governor  John  .A.  Dix  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  speaking  at  .Albany  on 
Tuesday  of  this  week,  said: 

".Although  the  campaign  waxed  hot 
and  the  newspapers  blazed  with  com¬ 
ments  and  stories,  never  once  was  1  con¬ 
sciously  misrepresented  by  any  news- 
pajter.  There  is  a  saying  that  the  people 
who  think  they  know  how  to  bring  up 
children  are  those  who  never  had  any. 
Thus  it  is  with  the  newspapers  and  the 
public.  Men  who  know  nothing  what¬ 
ever  about  newspapers  try  to  dictate  as 
to  how  they  should  he  edited.  The 
ideals  of  .American  journalism  are  so 
high  that  seldom  is  malic. ous  bitterness 
shown  within  the  columns  of  any  news¬ 
paper”  _ 

PAPER  MAKERS  AND  GOVERNOR 
DIX. 

In  another  column  of  this  issue  is 
printed  a  statement  by  C.  F.  Remington, 
a  leading  paper  manufacturer,  who  says 
frankly  that  he  and  his  employees  and 
fellow  manufacturers  and  their  em¬ 
ployees  all  voted  for  John  .A.  Dix  for 
Governor  of  New  V-ork  because  it  was 
thought  that  Mr.  Dix,  if  elected,  would 
establish  reservoirs  in  the  mountains  to 
feed  the  rivers  in  dry  weather. 

We  have  a  vague  sort  of  impression 
that  Mr.  Remington  is  a  bit  ingenuous. 
He  frankly  says  he  voted  for  Mr.  Dix 
because  he  hoped  Mr.  Dix  would  help 
him  make  a  larger  profit  on  his  paper. 
His  motive  was  much  like  that  of  the 
vast  majority  of  the  electorate. 


But  it  seems  Mr.  Remington,  and 
probably  other  paper  manufacturers,  are 
in  fear  that  Governor  Dix  will  not  es- 
t'hlish  the  reservoirs,  and  so  he  winds 
up  his  interview  with  some  bitterness,  or 
discon.solatencss. 

To  many  newspaper  publishers  the 
statement  that  the  paper  makers  sup¬ 
ported  Mr.  Dix  at  the  last  election  be¬ 
cause  he  was  one  of  them  and  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  help  them,  especially  after  elec¬ 
tion,  is  surprising.  The  manner  of  Mr. 
Remington’s  interview  is  hardly  likely  to 
win  sympathy  from  the  newspaper  pub¬ 
lishers.  It  is  imtactful,  to  say  the  least 
— but  we  have  ceased  to  expect  tactful¬ 
ness  from  the  paper  manufacturers. 
They  seem  perfect  in  the  gentle  art  of 
making  enemies. 

Suppose  the  paper  makers  should 
demonstrate  to  the  publishers  that  the 
establishment  of  reservoirs  in  the  Adi- 
rundacks  would  be  a  good  thing  for 
l>oth  manufacturers  and  publishers. 
Suppose  that  the  paper  makers  should 
j  adopt  the  obviously  intelligent  policy  of 
[recognizing  the  publishers,  their  cus¬ 
tomers,  as  having  a  community  of  in¬ 
terest  with  them.  Suppose  the  paper 
manufacturers  should  frankly  “get  to¬ 
gether”  with  the  publishers.  What  then? 

For  one  thing,  if  the  two  industries 
were  harmonized  there  would  be  reser¬ 
voirs  established  in  the  .Adirondacks, 
and  this  would  he  brought  about  no 
matter  whether  the  Governor  be  Demo¬ 
crat  or  Republican. 

The  publishers  can  become  the  strong¬ 
est  allies  of  the  manufacturers — if  the 
paper  makers  will  perform  their  part. 


COLLIER’S  ON  JOURNALISM. 

Uollicr's,  the  weekly  periodical,  has 
commenced  a  series  of  articles  on  “The 
•American  Newspaper,”  and  has  rather 
widely  advertised  its  purpose  to  make 
;norc  clear  the  subject,  and  perhaps  con¬ 
tribute  something  new  to  modern  phil¬ 
osophy.  We  believe  the  .Atlantic  ^Iollthly 
ran  its  series  with  some  such  object 
.u  \iew.  But  the  .Atlantic  Monthly  em¬ 
ployed  different  men  to  write  the  dif¬ 
ferent  articles,  while  Collier’s  employs 
cue  man  to  write  the  fourteen  articles. 
.\  big  job  for  one  man. 

Perhaps  there  will  be  things  both  new 
a:id  valuable  to  newspaper  men  in  the 
Coilitr's  series.  It  is  difficult  to  meas¬ 
ure  the  value  of  the  series  from  the 
opening  article,  which  was  put  out  this 
week. 

Of  course  the  whole  subject  is  pretty 
familiar  to  our  readers.  For  years  we 
have  been  watching  and  reporting  the 
movement  of  journalism.  In  this  issue, 
Ts  in  last  issue  and  next  issue,  are 
things  that  are  new  and  things  that  are 
valuable  to  newspaper  men  and  to  that 
part  of  the  public  who  read  our  publi- 
ration.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that 
we  know  what  we  write  about. 

However,  we  have  some  curiosity  to 
know  how  Collier’s  will  make  out  in 
this  exploration  of  what  they  would  call 
"a  new  field.”

Dear  Mr.  Shale — In  your  issue  of  Jan¬ 
uary  7  I  notice  an  editorial  comment  on 
the  fact  that  the  Detroit  Times  has  elim¬ 
inated  all  of  the  liquor  advertising  from 
its  columns.  I  think  your  comment  on 
the  new  policy  of  the  Times  is  quite 
proper  and  I  agree  with  you  entirely  in 
the  matter. 

In  this  connection  you  may  be  inter¬ 
ested  to  know  that  the  Pensacola  Jour¬ 
nal  adopted  the  same  policy  three  years 
ago,  although  the  liquor  advertising,  and 
particularly  the  mail  order  liquor  adver¬ 
tising  in  this  section,  amounts  to  enor¬ 
mous  proportions.  Pensacola  is  a  very 
wet  city,  but  is  surrounded  by  prohibi¬ 
tion  territory  in  which  the  Pensacola 
mail  order  houses  do  a  tremendous  busi¬ 
ness. 

The  Meridian  (Miss.)  Dispatch,  Mis¬ 
sissippi’s  leading  morning  newspaper, 
which  is  owned  by  B.  S.  Bernard  and 
myself,  also  refuses  to  accept  any  liquor 
advertising. 

Between  the  two  papers  this  bu.siness 
would  amount  to  probably  $6,000  per 
year,  but  while  we  are  losing  that  much 
in  liquor  advertising,  I  find  that  we 
have  no  trouble  in  carrying  the  great 
bulk  of  clean  advertising  which  is  done 
in  Pensacola  and  Meridian. 

1  am  not  writing  necessarily  for  pub¬ 
lication,  but  simply  to  acquaint  you  with 
some  facts  in  which  I  thought  you 
would  possibly  be  interested.
